Court Fees. 

A rovisod scale of Ci.nrt Feoa wn« issued 
yesterday in conjuuetion with the British 
Columbia Gazette uud will come iuto ofifect 
OD the 1st proximo. Tho uew acalo was 
Bnggested by tbeProviufiiU Law Hucioty, 
who submitted it to thu judges of tho tju- 
premo Court, who, in due (;our.4e, ordered 
its adoption aiibjectto the approval of the 
Lieut. -Governor, which wu.s granted ou 
the 25th of January last. A bii=ty gliuicu 
at tho order disclosuM tho f.mt that foe.'i 
generally huve been very materially ro- 
dnoed, those in connection with the 
County Court boinjj cut down some 75 
per cent. For example: tho old scale im- 
poged a fee of 5 per cent, on evory plaint 
for the first §50 claimeil , and 3 per cent, 
on the next 8200, whorous tho new Bcale 
imposes a fee of only $1 on a cluim not 
ezceediog $50 and $2.50 on one not ex- 
ceeding $250; exoeeding $250 a fee of $5. 
■The hearing fees are also reduced in a 
like manner. In common law the fooe 
are loHsencd so a.s to allow litigation to ba 
indulged in l)y thoso not poHitively alUu 
ont, a stuto of things which heretufore 
could scarcely be said to have existed. 
Thus the fee for a writ is reduced from 
SI. 25 to 75 cents, for an appearauco from 
SI to 50(5, , for a tinal j.uiginent from S2.50 
to §1.50, and for iin oxiiiiiiii'.itioii, from 
§2.50 per lioiir to J1.."jO per Imur. Tlia 
admission of an Aitoinoy wliioli previ- 
ously cost $'27} has, by tho new scale, been 
reduoed to S5, and iu many othor respects 
A comparison of the old with the new list 
will show a very appreciable reduetiou. 
Witnesses' allowances remain un^iltered, 
but in the taxing mastor's ollice the ft-o piiy- 
able for signing an order or cortiticate \yill 
in future bo ouly ijjl instead of S5. In 
probate, letters of admiuistration will b« 
taken out at a much smaller cost than 
heretofore, the percentage being cut down 
from 3 per cent, to one per cent, on tho 
value of an estate paj'ablo by the uiembera 
of a family. Otiior legatees, or noit ol 
kin, pay 5 per cent. ThuL.iw Society may 
■afely bo cougratuluted on the very df»sir- 
abla reform their suggestions have been 
the moans of producing, for in future 
many who have in davs past dreaded tho 
thouglit of a law suit with its euucdniitant 
expense will bo enabled to appeal to jus- 
tice without tho four of plunging into 
bankraptoy.

Gas. — Tho City Corporation havo ap- 
plied to the Gas Compauy for a reduction 
in the rates charged ou gas consumed by 
tho atroot lamp.-*. Tlicro are some 57 
lamps in use, and a reduction of 75 cents 
on each would enable the Council to 
erect more lamps to light wayfarers to 
their doora on dark nights. The com- 
pany should accedn to this moderate de- 
mand. The co<t of giiH at San Franai^co 
is j;3.,'j0 per 1,000 iwi. Tlie coal from 
which that gas is i[iad() is broiiglit from 
Nauaimo and elsewhere at coiisiderabl'- 
expense for freight aud duty. Tho coal 
from which Victoria coal is made oomus 
from Nanaimo, pays no duly, and very lit- 
tle for freight. Yet consumers hero are 
charged 81.50 more per I.IIHO feet than 
tho San Eranci.^caus ! Tim time has ci'r- 
taiuly arrived when tho geuoral public aa 
well as the city have a right to ask for a 
reduction in the rates they havo to pay 
for gas.

Northern Pacific Railroad. 

Wasiunoton, Feb. 5 — Tlio bill reported 
to day by Rt-prnsen'alivu Rice from the 
committee on Pacific Railroads, extends 
for ten years the time for completion of 
the Nothern Pacific railroad. It provides 
for the construction of not less than 100 
miles a year, and that the miiin lino bo 
tw"oii Portland and a })oint as far east as 
Umatilla, Oregon, shall bo located and 
coniKiCted ou tho south aide of the Colum- 
bia river. Actual settlors ou surveyed 
lauda within the limits of the railroad 
grant aro secured in their rights by pay 
ing 82.50 per acre. Pre-emptors of home 
steads ari' also protected. The comjiany 
is aiuhot itized to issue bonds and secure 
t'le a ime by morlgage on the whole or 
uny paitotits ri'ad and property. The 
bill does not extend the time to bui d a 
branch lino through Washington Terri 
torv — from the mouth of Snake river to 
Puget Sound — bntoolv gives the com 
liaiiy lasd earned by it on the thirly-oiie 
miles already built. 

The bill agreed ujjon by the house com- 
mittee on Puoifiti Railroadn for the benefit 
..f the Northern Pacific Railroad, extonoK 
too time for its completion ton yeiirs, and 
reduces the land grants in Washington 
'Territory, takiug avvay such poitiou of 
land as was heretofore embraced in tho 
appropriation for too constrnntioi) of the 
road from Pend'Oreille to Paget Sound

Lee with saying, not long 
before hia death:— "If T bad hud Stone- 
wall Jackson at Gettysburg I should havo 
won that buttle, and if I lind won a great 
victory tliare, T aliould havo ostublished 
tho iudopoudoueo of tho Soatli." 

In uorthern China people of all agosare 
dying of actual starvation by tbousands. 
The famine extends over a district whioli 
includes at least 5,000 villages, and it is 
said that at least 500 die daily. Houses 
aro pulled dowu iu every village to sell 
tho timbur and thatch in order to got 
food. Thoso who can get husks and dry 
leaves, ordinarily used for fuel, are con- 
sidered well off. Most of the poor young 
girls have been sold: o'd men, middle- 
aged mou and young men and children 
die daily of starvation, aud others freozo. 
Tho dead cannot get a burial; they are 
too many, aud uono cau afford tho ox- 
ponao; ao they aro cast iuto largo pits. 
The people at Shausi are said to be Irviog 
ou the corpses of their follow beings who 
die of starvation. And (he strong are 
killing tlie weak for tho sake of obtaiuiug 
their llesh for food. 

An imijortant discovery iu tho lunnu- 
facturo of gas at Phdadelohia. It is 
found that bituminous alack, or coal 
dust, can be manufactured iuto gua at a 
very small cost. The slack mingled with 
steam is iujocted into the retorts iu a con- 
tinuous current, and is inatantly convert- 
ed into a gas purer aud with less waste 
of material than by the existing proeesis. 
'The iii'.'eutor has otlbred lo tho city of 
Washington tho froa use jof his patont, 
provided that gas is furnished to tho pub- 
lic at fifty cents a thousand, which he 
claims can be done, still leaving a hand- 
some profit. 

Of thoj Bastie toughened glass not 
much has been heard lately, siuce its un- 
reliability for lamp ohiinnej-a was proved 
by actual experience. A now and some- 
what surprising use for it has been found 
in France in the manufacture of printing 
typos. The glass is, of course, mnoh 
cheaper than typo metal, ia harder, will 
take on a finer face, is more durable as 
respects fair wear, and is stated to be less 
liiiljlo to damage than metal from tho oo- 
eurretico of such little accidents as the 
dropping upon it of mallets and 'shoot- 
ing sticks." Not least among the many 
advai^tages claimod for glass type is that 
it can be cast in tha matrices already 
used for making metal, so that no ex- 
pense will attend the substitution of the 
new material. It is stated that thorough 
experiments have been made, and the 
adaptability of glass to the purpose pro- 
ven. 

Two commissions, composed of special- 
iaiB, lawyers, and others who had been 
appointed to act in concert with the Sani- 
tary Commissioners iu reference to mea- 
sures calculated to put a stop to adultera- 
tion in Germany have just concluded their 
labors, aud iu their report recommend a 
much more stringent course than has 
hitherto been adopted. It is contemplat- 
ed to establish in all tho large towns and 
agricultural districts health committees, 
which will not merely keep au anxious 
look ou adulterations, but take measures 
generally for tho public hoallh. 

At the Paris Exposition the exhibition 
of minoralB by California will be excep- 
tionally fine. Their estimated weight 
is five hundred tons. A pyramid twenty 
foot square at tho base and nearly seventy 
feet high will represent the several mil- 
lions of cubic iuchos which have boon 
produced on the Pacific coast. This mass 
would bo equivalent to a solid piece of 
gold as large as a room sixteen feet 
square and very nonrly sixteen feet iu 
htiigbt. Around this jiyramid fifty plate 
ghiss fihow cases will bo arranged, iu 
which the mineral wealth of tho country 
will be shewn. "Life undorgrouad" on 
the Comstock lode will bo exhibited by 
disgrams, aud the Sutro tunnel will be 
fully represented. 

At Coventry, Vt., there is a society of 
religionists who believe iu luiracles. One 
of their number was seriously hurt by a 
fallen tree, aud two of the brethrou como 
every da.y to praj- with him. After their 
prayers they command him to "arise and 
walk," which ho tries to do, but thus far 
without su oceBB. / 

Walks To Keep Weeds Under On. 

Weeds ou walks may bo kept under by 
w-atoring tho gravid with the following so- 
lution: Dissolve 2ths. of blue vitriol in an 
old pan, and then dilute it with five or six 
gallons of water. Apply this through the 
thin nose of a watering-pot and it will 
destroy every sign of V(\getiition ; aa tho 
elVeet may bo noticed by I bo largo ship- 
ments of tho O. A. that arrive monthly.
